r total receipts of the Society from all 
js 22 $ources, both designated and general, including 
permanent and annuity funds, were 3580. 
891 61. The year closed with a debt of 
$32,200.90. Full details are given in the 
report, which will be sent to any one who desires a copy. 

There is a growing need for endowment for the institu- 
tions for the colored people and Indians. The history of 
Baptist institutions of learning, academies, colleges, uni- 
versities, theological seminaries, establish beyond con- 
troversy the fact that without large and permanent endow- 
ments they cannot prosper. The concerted movement 
now in progress to add very largely to the already con- 
siderable endowments of the older Baptist institutions of 
the country, shows need and importance of these 
permanent funds. The e reasons which may be urged 
for the endowment of a Baptist school in the North are 
equally valid for the endowment of a Baptist school in 
the South, established byzthe Home Mission Society, and 
maintained for the benefit of the negroes. If two million 
dollars could be at once secured as an endowment fund 
for these institutions, it would not only ensure their future 
permanence, but would enable the Society to render its 
educational work vastly more efficient than it now is. 

The permanent funds of the Society show a small 
increase, the annuity funds a large increase, while legacies 
for all purposes have amounted to $109,119.77. In the 
last ten years the Society's receipts from legacies have 
aggregated $1,065,517.75. ah 

The reports of district secretaries give not only analyzed 


statements of receipts for the year, but generally for ten - 


years. In nearly every instance they report a gain in 
contributions from the churches, as well as from Sunday 
schools and young people's societies,

Chapel Day for Sunday schools, and the adoption of. a 
plan in accordance with the recommendations of the Com- 
mission on Systematic Beneficence, whereby young people's 
Societies and Sunday schools are asked to make their 
offerings for Home Missions in connection with the annua!

No one familiar with the facts can doubt that very 
substantial progress has been made by our missions in 
Mexico, The tone and temper of the Mexican people 
with reference to Protestantism is widely different, largely 
as a result of the preaching and dissemination of re- 
ligious literature by our Baptist missions. 


VOICES FROM THE WEST, f 


Superintendents of missions and genera! missionaries 
plead for larger efforts in the West. 

Rev. N. B. Rairden, D.D., says:: As Baptists we shall 
fall far short of our duty and privilege, if we do not largely 
increase our forces in New Mexico, Colorado, Utah, Suth-” 
ern Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming during the coming 
year. Some fields can wait, but the emissaries of evil 
will preempt the ground if we do not move at once in 
taking hold of these rapidly developing States and Terri. 


tories. No excuse can relieve-us from this responsibility. 


Rev. C. A. Wooddy, D. D., su of the 
Pacific Division, says: In the whole of this Division 


it may be conservatively said that opportunities and desti- 


tution are growing faster than the churches are able to 
pfoperly care for them. We shall still need the help and 
sympathy of the Society. In all parts of the field we 
need the addition to our working forces of some young, 
consecrated, well-trained men to take small but promising 
fields, where the support is only moderate, and make them 
strong and selſ- supporting. Our greatest prospective need 
of. help will be in the direction of money for church 
houses, and for enlarging our work among the foreign 
nationalities.” 

After referring to the establishment of a Baptist church 
at Skagway, Alaska, and the need of another missionary 
for adjacent places of importance, Dr. Wooddy says: 
« We ought also to send an evangelistic missionary into 
the region of the Cape Nome mines, where the most con- 
servative estimates gay there will be 100,000 men by the 
end of July, We owe a duty to these men which can be 
discharged only by sending them gospel missionaries.” 


I. Church Edifice Work. 


The number of. churches aided during the year is 72 
by gift only, 56; by loan only, 6; by gift and loan, 10. 

The total number of grants from the loan fund is 16, 
and from the gift fund, 66. 

The location of the churches receiving aid was in 29 
States, Territories, Provinces, and Republic of Mexico, 

Amount of gifts, $31,484.05.;-0f loans, $11,725. The 
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gift fund is practically exhausted and needs immediate 
replenishment. | 

Espetial attention is here called to the urgent necessity 
of money for the erection of suitable meeting - houses in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. An eligitlde property has been 
bought in the heart of the city of Santiago, and by 
some radical changes it has been made very attractive 
. and suitable both for religious services, for Sunday school. 
and for a home for the missjonary pastor. The entire cost 
of the property is about $12,000. Twelve hundred dollars 
has been spent in the purchase of a small property in Rio 
Piedras, Porto Rico.

The efficiency of these schools is steadily increasing, 
their influence extending, and their usefulness is becoming 
more and more fully understood. 

The scheme of consolidating Wayland * College and 
Seminary and the Theological Seminary at Richmond, 
under the general title of the Virginia Union University, 
has now been consummated. , The noble group of granite 
buildings erected for this school will be dedicated the 
week prior to the national anniversaries, and it is safe to 
say that they compare favorably with those of any institu- 
tion to be found anywhere in the South. 

Through special liberal gifts designated for the purpose. 
it has been possible to complete the campus of Spelman 
Seminary, so that it now embraces about twenty acres; 
this has been enclosed with an attractive iron fence; a 
new street has been cut through and graded, and provided 
with a brick sidewalk and stone curbing. When other 
improvements now contemplated and in progress are com- 
pleted, the Seminary and its campus will be very attractive. 
When these improvements are completed, the institution 
will require only an adequate endowment to ensure its 
permanency, and to project into the far distant future the 
beneficent influence which for twenty years it has been 
exerting.

In 
April, Rev. A. B. Rudd, of Virginia, went to Ponce, where. 


in October, he had an experienced helper in the person 
of Mrs. Janie P. Duggan, of North Carolina. 

All these had wrought with success as missionaries in 
Mexico; knew the characteristics of Spanish Roman 
Catholicism, and spoke Spanish fluently from the moment 
of their arrival. 

In Brother McCormick's field seventy have been bap- 
tired; Wany others have asked for baptism; churches | 
have been organized at San Juan, Rio Piedras, and 
Caguas. The future is radiant with hope.” 

In Ponce, Brother Rudd holds services in a rented ha! 
accommbdating nearly 200, which is often filled. to over- 
flowing. The church numbers forty-six members, and 
many others are applying for admission. A Sunday school 
of 150 isYeported. Work has been begun at other points 
with a hopeful outlook. 


Shaw University — Some Needs. 


N adequate enlargement of the Industrial Building, 
A a building for general school purposes, and a steam- 
heating plant are urgently demanded. There is 4 kindly 
interest in the work of the University in all of its depart- 
ments, on the part of the colored people of the State, and 
the most intelligent white people of the State have words 
of praise for the work, Shaw is doing. One of the leading 
business men of the State, not long since remarked that 
he felt that Shaw was doing more than any other institu- 
tion in teaching high character, morality, and Christian 
citizenship. It would, be difficult to bestow on any insti- 
tution higher praise than this. 

The work in the theological department has been bytter 
and more helpful than usual, and the attendance has been 
larger. 

In the medical department the most urgent needs are 
a larger lecture room, laboratory, and a new hospital and 
nurse training school. Th a great demand for edu- 
cated physicians and trai nurses, for these fields have 
hardly yet begun to be occupied. 

Presidens Meserve has been North twice this year in the 
interest of the medical school, and will spend a month 
North, in the spring, on the same errand There ought 
to be a generous response to his appeals for aid along these 
humanitarian lines. The colored people, in their igno- 
rance of the laws of health and rational sanitation, have 
a great deal of sickness, and are dying in large numbers. 
A large per cent. of their sickness and death could be 
prevented by enlarging the facilities for work along the 
lines indicated in the Leonard Medical School. 


CHAPEL NEEDED.—At Weed, New Mexico, one of the 
stations of Rev. C. A. Mcllray, as he writes, a chapel 1s 
greatly needed. Our schoolhouse which we used for 
church services was Burned down in November, and the 
one we use now — an old store building — is not suitable. 
I" now have Six preaching places; in some of these 
there is no other preacher.” The Home Mission Society's 
Church Edifice Gift Fund is exhausted. What shall we 
do for this and other similar cases ?

period Carey, as a young man, was told to sit down when 
he proposed obedience to our Saviour's last command ; 
while now, in this greatest religious gathering in the his- 
tory of the world, an entire day was set apart for the 
consideration of the efforts of the young people. Veterans 
in our Lord's work who have commanded the admiration 
of the world for their faithful service listened with great 
interest and respect to the young men who were given a 
place in the Conference program. 

Mr. John R. Mott, general secretary of the World's 
>tudent Christian Federation, said he believed it would 
take less than one-fiftieth of the Christian young men and 
women who will go out from Christian colleges in the 
United States and Canada within this generation, accord- 
ng to the estimate of conservative missionaries, to furnish 
i $1 cient force of workers to achieve the evangelization 


of the world in this generation. Mr. Mott also says 
There are fourteen of the national or 
student movements, comprising nearly
